Becoming To New Homes 


Fter many city dwellers a win- 
dvv box offers their only opportu- j 
fifty for gardening It can gi\e much 
pleasure to the owner, and add an 
attractive decora Hor to the house.

Trailing lobelias have the same 
habit of growth, with small flowers 
of sapphire blue. Nasturtium Gold- 
den Gleam is an excellent window- 
box plant, and there are red, pink 
and orange nasturtiums which have 
a vine-like habit. Dwarf zinnias, 
marigolds, phlox, and the lovely 
Heavenly Blue morning glory can 
be 
grown. 
Petunias 
and 
lobelia 
should be purchased as plants at 
this season, but the others can be 
grown from need. 
For boxes on the east and west 
sides of the house, enjoying a few 
hours sun. Impatiens, clarkia, be­ 
gonias, 
fuchsia, lantana, pansies, 
dwarf celosia, and torenia will do. 
Geraniums will bloom welll with as 
much as six .hours sun a day. For 
vines, use vinca, and the various 
ivies. 
Boxes on the north side of the 
house should be filled with foliage 
plants. Fancy leaved caladiums are 
excellent for the purpose. These 
grow from a huge bulb which can 
; be saved from year to year. Their 
' elephant’s ear leaves are attrac­ 
tively colored Ferns, coleus, sedum 
; spectacle, 
and 
dwarf evergreens 
j are other possibilities. 
Because of the small quantity of 
soil which a window box holds, it 
should be the best obtainable and 
well enriched. Florists’ potting aoli 
or its equivalent should be used, 
and with it a complete plant food 
should be mixed at the rate of one 
heaping tablespoonful for each gal­ 
lon of soil. A similar quantity should 
be added every month during the 
growing season. 
A window box should be exam­ 
ined dally and watered whenever 
it is dry. If drainage is good there 
is small danger of overwatering. 
Faded Lowers should be cut iff reg­ 
ularly to encourage new growth, and 
stems rut back for the same pur­ 
pose. If insects attack the plants

Things Of The Soil 


FARM AND GARDEN TASKS 
IN MAY 
Among urgent tasks during the 
first ten days of May are: 
Plant popcorn a week before field 
corn planting time. 
Sow a field of rape and later 
fence it into two equal plots. 
Apply the petal-fall spray prompt­ 
ly for all fruits. 
Make a planting of snap beans. 
Make another planting of peas. 
Plant bulbs of montbretias, tuber­ 
oses and erbiums. 
Plant sunflowers to raise seed for 
poultry and quail over winter. 
Make a planting of cucumbers and 
summer squashes. 
Feed shade trees with commercial 
fertiliser. 
Plant a few rows of garden soy­ 
beans for table use. 
Make a planting of sweet corn 
if neglected this far. 
Plant sugar beets for making table 
sirup. 
Set out a few well rooted plants 
of sweet pepper. 
Destroy the webs of tent cater­ 
pillar nests wherever found. 
Continue the schedule of grape 
sprays. 
• 
Spray peony shoots with Bordeaux 
mixture. 
For 
more 
general 
guidance 
throughout the month are these 
important recommendations: 
Watch for plant lice on all tender 
ornamentals and vegetable plants 
and kill them off as soon as they ap­ 
pear, using Black Leaf IO as a spray 
in soapy water. 
Flea beetles are small black, hard- 
shelled bugs which gnaw holes in 
the leaves of numerous plants. If 
an application of Bordeaux mixture 
does not drive them away, combat 
them with rotenone as a .pray or 
dust. 
When cutworms 
begin 
to cut 
tender plants off at night, distribute 
the poison bran mash recommended 
for their control. Write the editor 
if you do not know how to make this 
bait. 
Sell roosters if the hatching sea-

Grow one or more of the resistant 
strains of cabbage where yellows is 
known to be present in the soil, 
Plant a resistant variety of sweet 
corn if bacterial wilt was trouble­ 
some last year.
